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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments with regard to the written 
description and 103 rejections are substantially the same as the previous arguments and were addressed in the final rejection. With 
regard to the rejection under 102(b), applicant states that the disclosure of Goldenberg is directed solely to systemic treatment that 
produces a general effect as opposed to a local administration. This is not persuasive because Goldenberg discloses that his 
compounds are administered subcutaneously, a route of administration defined as an example of a local administration on page 6 of the 
instant specification. Applicant asserts that the only reasonable interpretation of the claim terms Is that elimination or reduction In tissue 
occurs in the local area of the injection exclusively or to a significantly higher degree than other areas of the body. Applicant further 
asserts that this interpretation would be the only clear and reasonable interpretation to one of ordinary skill in the art. These arguments 
are unpersuaslve because they are assertions unsupported by factual evidence. 
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
